Palmer Hill, the white man 
accased of murtlering 1. '{-year- 
old Mary Womack, who was 
on her way to school in Adair 
cuuDtj, was taken from the 
Monticello Jail Wedneaday 
□ight and hang by a mob. 

It was planned at the time to 
bom Hill at the stake, allowing 
the child's mother to apply the 
match. 

The mob withont efforts at 
deception rode into Monticello, 
aa had been expected by thoee 
who had watohed events. It is 
said they did not wear masks. 
The Jailer waa the only oflScer 
at the Jail< The mob oalled 
for the delivery of Hill and 
when the Jailer did not act as 
quickly as they thought he 
should, they broke tbe door in 
and rushed to Hill's cell. They 
dragged him forth, with the 
prisoner protesting his inno- 
cence and begging that no harm 
be done him. The mob did 
not answer his pleadings, but 
placed him on the back of a 
hoi-He and took him to Greasy 
creek. 

Hill WHS told that lie was u 
doomed man. that he had but 
a few ujinutes to live, that if 
he failed to confess he would 
die with a lie on his lips. He 
then confessed that he had met 
the girl on the way to school, 
had strangled, assaalted and 
killed her. 

No ahota were fired into his 
body and no acta committed 
other than tbe lynching.
